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DETAILED ACTION 



The reply filed on August 18, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the response does not 
address the patentable novelty of the claim numbered "89" in the amendment. See 37 
CFR 1.111 (c). The remarks on page 7 set forth that the claims are patentable since the 
inhibiting member is claimed as retractable relative to the slot engagement member. No 
such limitation is set forth in the claimed numbered 89. It is further noted that the claim 
re-numbering set forth by the examiner in paragraph 1 of paper number 24 may have 
led to confusion in the last amendment, since the amendment of Nov. 12, 2002 has two 
independent claims, and the amendment of August 18, 2003 has three independent 
claims. Claim 90 in the August 18, 2003 amendment appears to be claim 89 in the Nov. 
1 2, 2002 amendment. Lines 9-1 1 of claim 90 of the August 1 8, 2003 amendment do 
not appear to overcome the last paragraph of page 2 of the last Office action, since the 
inhibiting member is still claimed as both fixed and retractable. Applicant may consider 
canceling these claims and re-writing them beginning with claim 96. See 37 CFR 1.111. 
Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) 
MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
